The maximum rate of interest Arkansas banks can pay on savings accounts 
and certificates of deposit is governed by the Federal Reserve Board and 
the State Banking Board. 


Hope Banks are now paying the maximum allowed under state banking 
regulations. The Federal Reserve Board has announced a permissible 
increase in the amount of interest banks may pay on savings deposits. 


Under Arkansas law, the rate of interest Arkansas banks may pay on savings 
accounts and certificates of deposit can only be changed by the Bank Com- 
missioner of Arkansas, with approval of the State Banking Board, after a 
hearing called with at least 10 days prior notice. 


On February llth the Arkansas State Banking Board will meet to consider 
adopting the Federal Reserve's Board's increased rates,

If a window breaks, make 


temporary r e p a i r s . Large 
sheets of plastic stapled to 
the window frame are best. 
Make permanent r e p a i r s , 
then, after the wind sub- 
sides. 


G u t t e r s and downspouts 


jammed with ice can cause 
water to back up under the 
roof shingles as thawing oc- 
curs later on. Electric heat- 
ing cables installed ahead of 
time avoid this p r o b l e m . 
Meanwhile, use chemicals to 
thaw the ice or lay a heating 
cable over the ice. Start with 
the downspout, so the water 
will have some place to go 
If you use chemicals, 
be 


sure to flush .them out later 
to avoid corrosion.' 


Frozen water pipes should 


be (hawed slowly. Fast thaw- 
ing causes steam lo form at 
one point, causing bursting 
For this reason, and so as 
not to cause fire hazards, do 
not use a blowtorch. Heat 
lamps, hair dryers, heating 
cable, light bulbs can be 
pressed into service. Move 
the heat a l o n g the pipe. 
Work close to the faucet, at 
(he opposite end from the 
shutoff valve. Keep the fau- 
cet open, so the water t-an 
flow as the ice melts.

Arrhythmia Attacks 


Can Be Controlled

—What Is cardiac arrhy- 


thmia? 
What 
causes 
it? 


What are the chances of a 
recurrence? Can ft be cured:1 


A—Thli Is an abnormal 


rhythm of the pulse. Since 
there are several types of 
arrhythmia, different causes 
ranging from trivial to seri- 
ous may be at work and, 
since the attacks are usually 
intermittent, recurrences are 
common. They can often be 
controlled rather than cured. 
The questions that 
follow 


deal with some of the types. 


Q—Two years ago, I had a 


very rapid pulse. I am tak- 
ing digitoxm and Valium. 
How long will I have to take 
these drugs? 


A—Digitoxin is a digitalis 


preparation that is given to 
strengthen your heart beat 
and Valium is a tranquilizer. 
You should take them as 
prescribed until the cause of 
your trouble has been elim- 
inated even if this means 
taking them indefinitely. 


Q—I have 
an irregular 


pulse. Quinidine helped at 
first but does not help any 
more. What do you recom- 
mend? 


A—Quinidine 
slows 
the 


heart beat 
and makes it 


more regular. Several other 
drugs, including diphenylhy- 
dantoin, isoproterenol 
and 


propanolql, are effective in 
most patients. They are all 
prescription drugs. 


Q—My husband is taking 


ephedrine and Hydergine for 
slow pulse and poor circula- 
tion. Would there be any bad 
side effects from prolonged

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


hitherto little-known experimen- 
tal drug called BCNU is proving 
to be "one 
of the most promis- 


ing" 
of the 
new 
anticancer 


weapons developed by a govern- 
ment testing program, the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute said to- 
day. 


The NCI indicated it is one of 


the first drugs, for example, to 
show any progress against so- 
called "solid" cancers, such as 
those of the 
lung and gas- 


trointestinal tract, as well as 
some much-less prevalent non- 
solid malignancies like Hodg- 
kins disease. 


It also differs from most other 


previously used in cancer con- 
trol imthat It-possesses remark- 
able powers for crossing tin- 
body's1 mysterious "blood-brain 
barrier." This raises hopes for 
attacking cancer cells that orig- 
inate in, or are carried to, the 
brain, the report furttvr indi- 
cated.
